Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  statistics  for  the  year  again  present  a rather  mixed 
picture. 

The  Registrar-General's  estimate  of  population  jumped 
suddenly  by  over  1,400,  no  doubt  reflecting  the  establishment 
of  industries  in  the  area. 

The  Birth  Rate  was  down  by  1.4.  The  actual  number  of 
births  was  practically  the  same  but  the  rate  was  lower  calculated 
on  the  larger  population  figure.  As  the  birth  rate  for  the 
country  as  a whole  fell  by  2.6,  Ennerdale  held  its  own  in 
comparison. 

Deaths  were  down  by  44,  and  the  rate  fell  by  2.3  per 
1,000  of  population,  but  as  39  men  lost  their  lives  through 
accident  in  1947 — the  majority  in  pit  disasters — the  difference 
is  largely  accounted  for  in  that  way. 

The  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  were  slightly 
higher— the  rate  rising  from  39  to  43  per  1,000  registered  live 
births. 

Amongst  the  causes  of  death  at  all  ages,  Heart  and  other 
Circulatory  Diseases  easily  head  the  list,  accounting  for  no 
fewer  than  138  or  39%  of  all  deaths.  Second  on  the  list  is 
Cancer,  from  which  the  deaths— in  common  with  the  whole 
of  the  country — were  slightly  increased  from  45  to  51.  At 
that  figure  the  rate  per  1,000  of  population  compares  very 
closely  with  that  for  the  whole  country,  being  1.80  as  compared 
with  1.86. 

It  is  when  one  comes  to  Tuberculosis— which  stands  third 
on  the  list — that  one  gets  the  really  black  side  of  the  picture 
in  comparison  with  the  country  as  a whole.  The  number  of 
deaths  was  again  up,  and  the  rate  per  1,000  of  population  was 
practically  three  times  the  rate  for  the  country  as  a whole. 
Again  it  is  not  Cleator  Moor  that  is  the  worst  offender.  Deaths 
and  rates  are  analysed  on  a Parish  basis  in  the  body  of  the 
Report,  and  it  may  be  seen  that,  leaving  out  Haile — which 
had  one  death  but  an  abnormally  high  rate  on  its  small 
population — Egremont  is  easily  at  the  head  of  the  list  and 
curiously  enough  this  Parish  had  not  previously  come  into  the 
argument.  There  were  actually  nineteen  deaths  there  out  of 
forty-one,  which  clearly  calls  for  some  attention  by  the  Tuber- 
culosis Authority. 


With  regard  to  other  notifiable  diseases  the  picture  is  very 
much  brighter.  Only  three  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified, 
and  for  once  no  death  occurred  from  this  disease.  Immunisa- 
tion has  proved  its  value  beyond  any  shadow  of  doubt,  and  it 
rests  entirely  with  parents  whether  this  happy  position  can  be 
maintained  or  even  improved. 

There  was  a sharp  epidemic  of  Measles,  but  fortunately  no 
deaths,  but  there  were  two  from  Whooping  Cough. 

Apart  from  Tuberculosis  and  Pneumonia — and  from  the 
latter  disease  deaths  were  less  than  half  what  they  were  the 
year  before— there  were  no  other  deaths  from  Notifiable 
Disease. 

I think  I have  touched  upon  most  of  the  salient  features 
in  regard  to  the  general  health  of  the  community.  The  most 
outstanding  feature  otherwise  is  the  question  of  housing.  There 
is  an  incessant  demand  for  more  and  better  houses,  and  whilst 
the  provision  of  new  houses  is  slow  there  is  an  ever-increasing 
accumulation  of  unfit  properties  to  be  dealt  with  as  and  when 
the  provision  of  new  houses  permits.  When  the  supply  lags 
far  behind  the  demand,  there  always  will  be  dissatisfaction 
amongst  those  who  are  not  lucky  in  the  draw,  but  I am  de- 
finitely of  the  opinion  that  the  present  method  of  letting, 
whereby  new  houses  are  allocated*  by  Parish  representatives 
without  any  definite  scheme  for  the  District  as  a whole,  does 
not  tend  to  assuage  this  dissatisfaction,  and  one  too  often  has 
the  unpleasant  experience  of  having  to  listen  to  disgruntled 
applicants  to  be  lulled  into  the  idea  that  the  present  system 
meets  with  universal  approval. 

My  thanks  are  again  due  to  Mr.  Brown  and  the  members 
of  the  Sanitary  staff  for  their  loyal  support  and  assistance,  to 
the  Officials  of  other  departments  for  their  willing  help,  and  to 
the  members  of  the  Health  and  Housing  Committee  for  their 
continued  support  and  consideration.

324  males  and  279  females — of  whom  23 — 8 males  and  15 
females — were  illegitimate.  The  number  shows  a decrease  of

The  nett  deaths  for  the  District  after  making  adjustments 
for  inward  and  outward  transfers,  i.e.,  after  adding  the  number 
of  residents  who  died  outside  the  District  but  were  normally 
resident  in  the  District,  and  deducting  those  who  died  in  the 
District  but  were  normally  resident  outside,  numbered  353 — 
198  male  and  155  female — an  increase  of  44  compared  with 
the  number  for  the  previous  year. 


This  gives  a Death  Rate  of  12.5  as  compared  with  14.8 
for  the  previous  year,  a decrease  of  2.3  as  compared  with  a 
decrease  of  1.2  for  the  country  as  a whole. 

The  chief  causes  of  death  were  Diseases  of  the  Heart  and 
Circulatory  System  138,  Cancer  51,  Tuberculosis  41,  and 
Pneumonia,  Bronchitis,  and  other  Respiratory  Diseases  24.

The  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  numbered 
26—15  male  and  11  female.  This  gives  an  Infantile  Mortality 
Rate  of  43,  which  is  4 higher  than  the  rate  for  the  previous 
year.  Seventeen  of  the  twenty-six  deaths — 71% — occurred  in 
the  neo-natal  period,  i.e.,  within  one  month  of  birth — in  fact 
exactly  one  half  of  the  total  occurred  within  one  week. 


The  chief  causes  of  death  were  Prematurity  and  Congenital 
Defects  which  together  accounted  for  13,  and  Birth  Injury  and 
Respiratory  Diseases  which  accounted  for  3 each.  The 
Mortality  Rate  for  male  children  was  46,  and  for  female 
children  was  39.

i.— PUBLIC  HEALTH  OFFICERS. 

A list  of  these,  as  at  the  end  of  the  year,  is  given  at  the 
beginning  of  the  Report. 

II.— SERVICES  PROVIDED  IN  THE  AREA. 

(. a ) Laboratory  Facilities. 

Clinical  material  and  milk  samples  are  examined  at  the 
Cumberland  Laboratory,  Carlisle,  which  operates  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service.  Under  this  service,  the  Bac- 
teriology necessary  for  the  diagnosis,  prevention  and  control 
of  infectious  disease  is  carried  out  without  charge  to  the  Local 
Authority,  the  cost  being  defrayed  by  the  Medical  Research 
Council  for  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Under  the  same  scheme,  samples  of  milks  taken  on  their 
way  to  the  consumer  are  examined  free  of  charge.  Water 
samples  are  examined  by  Mr.  C.  J.  H.  Stock,  County  Analyst, 
Darlington. 

( b ) Ambulance  Facilities . 

These  are  now  the  responsibility  of  the  County  Council 
under  the  National  Health  Act. 

C.— SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  report  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  has,  unfor- 
tunately, had  to  be  prepared  in  the  absence  of  Mr.  Brown 
through  ill-health  and  has,  therefore,  been  confined  to  a factual 
record  of  work  done. 

D— PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

i.— NOTIFIABLE  DISEASE,  OTHER  THAN  TUBER- 
CULOSIS. 

The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease,  other  than 
Tuberculosis,  notified  during  1948,  are  shown  by  age,  admis- 
sion to  hospital,  and  deaths,  in  the  accompanying  Table. 

Apart  from  Measles  and  some  Whooping  Cough,  the 
District  was  singularly  free  from  any  disease  of  an  epidemic 
character.

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*2  of  these  cases  were  notified  from  Whitehaven  Hospital, 


Scarlet  Fever . 

Twenty-five  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  during 
the  year,  giving  a rate  of  0.88  per  1,000  of  population,  com- 
pared with  1.73  for  England  and  Wales.  Nine  cases  were 
admitted  to  hospital.  There  were  no  deaths  from  this  disease. 

Diphtheria. 

Three  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  giving  a rate  of 
0.11  per  1,000  of  population  as  compared  with  0.08  for  the 
whole  country.  There  were  no  deaths. 

DIPHTHERIA  PROPHYLAXIS. 

Immunisation  of  children  in  the  area  was  commenced 
under  local  arrangements  in  1936. 

The  County  Council  is  now  the  responsible  authority  under 
the  National  Health  Service  Act,  and  I am  indebted  to  the 
Divisional  County  Medical  Officer  for  the  information  necessary 
to  continue  giving  details  of  the  present  position  and  the  Table 
on  page  16. 

During  1948,  a total  of  562  new  immunisations  were  com- 
pleted— 481  in  the  0-5  years-of-age  group,  and  81  in  the  5-15 
years-of-age  group. 

In  addition,  534  children  were  re-immunised.  Re- 
immunisation is  available  for  children,  who  have  been 
immunised  in  infancy  and  are  now  beginning  school,  and  for 
older  children  whose  immunisation  was  done  more  than  four 
years  ago. 

The  total  number  of  children  immunised  since  the  scheme 
was  begun  locally  in  1936,  has  now  reached  the  total  of  8,876, 
and  these  are  shown  by  ages  at  the  time  of  their  original  im- 
munisation in  the  accompanying  Table. 

Percentages  of  Child  Population  Immunised. 

(a)  0-5  years  of  age. 

The  number  of  children  in  the  age-group  1944-1948  in- 
clusive who  were  immunised  on  the  31st  December,  1948,  and 
of  whom  the  Authority  has  details,  was  1,411,  a nett  gain  for 
the  year  of  137.  The  Registrar-General  has  supplied  a figure 
of  2,543  f°r  ^is  group,  which  gives  a percentage  of  55,  which 
is  three  better  than  the  figure  for  1947,  but  is  still  too  low  to 
confer  effective  protection  to  the  pre-school  population.  Im- 
munisation is  given  free  at  the  County  Welfare  Clinics  and  it 
is  greatly  to  be  deplored  that  parents  are  still  so  apathetic  as 
to  neglect  this  most  vital  protection.

{b)  5-15  years  of  age. 

The  number  of  children  in  the  age-group  1934-1943  in- 
clusive who  were  immunised  on  the  31st  December,  1948,  of 
whom  the  Authority  has  details  was  4,079,  14  more  than  the 
figure  for  the  previous  year.  For  this  group  the  Registrar- 
General  has  supplied  a figure  of  4,653,  which  gives  a percentage 
of  88 — 5 lower  than  the  figure  for  1947. 

(c)  Over  15  years  of  age. 

The  number  over  15  years  of  age  on  the  31st  December, 
1948,  who  have  been  immunised  was  3,386,  in  addition  to 
whom  1,168  were  immunised  under  County  arrangements  in 
1936,  in  the  then  age-groups  n-14,  in  connection  with  atten- 
dance at  school  camps,  but  the  Local  Authority  has  no  details 
of  these  and  they  are  not  included  in  the  Table. 
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DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

Persons  Inoculated  Each  Year  1936 — 1948. 
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Puerperal  Pyrexia . 

Four  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  were  notified  during  the 
year,  two  of  these  being  notified  from  Whitehaven  Hospital. 
This  gives  a rate  per  1,000  total  births  of  6.53  as  compared 
with  6.89  for  England  and  Wales.  One  of  the  outside  cases 
was  admitted  to  hospital  under  County  Council  arrangements. 

Ophthalmia  N eonatorum . 

No  case  was  notified. 

Pneumonia. 

Ten  cases  of  Acute  Primary  or  Influenzal  Pneumonia 
were  notified,  a decrease  of  24  compared  with  the  previous 
year.  The  rate  per  1,000  of  population  was  0.36  as  compared 
with  0,73  for  the  country  as  a whole.  There  were  8 deaths — 
10  less  than  in  the  previous  year. 

Erysipelas. 

Two  cases  were  notified  giving  a rate  of  0.07  per  1,000 
of  population  compared  with  0.21  for  the  whole  country. 

Measles. 

Three  hundred  and  eighty  cases  were  notified  as  against 
177  the  previous  year.  This  gives  a rate  of  13.45  per  1,000 
of  population  compared  with  9.34  for  the  whole  country. 
There  were  no  deaths. 

Whooping  Cough . 

Sixty-two  cases  were  notified  as  against  9 the  previous 
year.  This  gives  a rate  of  2.91  per  1,000  of  population  com- 
pared with  3.42  for  England  and  Wales. There  were  2 deaths. 

Cerebro-Spinal  Fever. 

No  cases  were  notified  and  there  were  no  deaths. 
Poliomyelitis. 

No  cases  were  notified  and  there  were  no  deaths. 

II.— CANCER. 

There  were  51  deaths  from  Cancer  during  1948 — 31  males 
and  20  females — giving  a Mortality  Rate  of  1.80  per  1,000  of 
population,  as  compared  with  a rate  of  1.86  for  the  country 
as  a whole. 

Deaths  from  this  disease  were  6 more  than  in  the  previous 
year.

WATER  SUPPLY 
There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  sources  of  water  supply 
which  as  reported  last  year  are  being  fully  taxed  to  meet  the 
increased  demand  by  new  housing,  the  installation  of  bath- 
rooms in  existing  houses,  the  increase  in  the  amount  of  water 
required  by  local  factories  and  dairy  farms. 

Whitehaven  Corporation  have  received  approval  to  their 
scheme  to  take  more  water  from  Ennerdale  Lake  which  will 
make  available  to  the  Ennerdale  Rural  District  in  1950  one 
million  gallons  per  day  at  Hazelholme  for  the  Central  Area 
including  Cleator  Moor,  Cleator,  Egremont,  and  St.  Bees  and 
a quarter  of  a million  at  Harras  Moor  for  the  Northern  Area 
principally  Moresby. 

Two  replacement  schemes  in  the  Rural  District  have  been 
prepared  and  approved  as  follows: — (1)  Parish  of  Arlecdon 
and  Frizington  the  laying  of  a new  9-inch  and  7-inch  water 
main  from  High  Leys  Reservoir  to  Griffin  Hotel  Corner.  (2) 
Parish  of  Egremont  the  diversion  of  the  trunk  main  from 
Wilton  Reservoir  by  a 12-inch  water  main  from  Grange  to 
enter  Egremont  north  of  the  Police  Station  and  continuing  on 
to  join  the  supply  to  Pallaflat  Reservoir  at  How  Bank.  A 
7-inch  connection  will  be  made  to  the  Egremont  Service  main 
in  the  Main  Street.  Materials  for  these  schemes  are  to  be 
delivered  towards  the  end  of  1949  and  the  work  should  be 
completed  early  in  1950. 

In  addition  to  the  extension  of  service  mains  to  housing 
sites  some  one  thousand  two  hundred  yards  of  3-inch  main 
have  been  laid  from  Ennerdale  Bridge  to  Bank  House,  Long- 
moor  to  supply  3 small  farms,  a vicarage  and  three  cottage’s. 

Samples  of  the  water  as  supplied  to  the  parishes  from  the 
various  sources  have  been  subject  to  a comprehensive  examina- 
tion by  the  County  Analyst  and  found  to  be  satisfactory.

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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

The  weekly  refuse  collection  by  direct  labour  has  been 
extended  to  collection  of  the  rear  of  premises  where  there  is 
secondary  means  of  access. 

The  vehicles  have  given  a good  performance  throughout 
the  year  and  although  hard  pressed  at  holiday  periods  have 
maintained  the  service  without  the  assistance  of  hired  vehicles. 

Many  of  the  refuse  tips  leave  much  to  be  desired.  Soil 
has  been  available  from  the  housing  sites  at  Cleator  Moor  and 
by  spreading  it  in  the  tip  a big  improvement  has  been  effected. 
It  is  hoped  that  as  soil  does  become  available  these  tips  will  be 
soiled  down  as  far  as  possible. 

Private  contractors  employed  on  the  collection  of  refuse 
and  privy  contents  have  continued  to  deal  with  71  outlying 
properties  distributed  in  the  following  parishes  : — Egremont 
(10),  Weddicar  (4),  Moresby  (12),  and  Arlecdon  and  Frizing- 
ton  (45).
